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1. Q. How are grade insignia dteplayed on the shoulderboerds of colomels anti 
 Liewtenaxt colonels im the Soviet Army? Ave the stars placed direstiy oa 
the longitudinal stripes or off the stripes? What determines their place~- 
ment? ; 


A. They are placed off the stripes. The following sketches illustrate their 
placement. 
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Q. When Soviet persomel wear overcoats, are shoulderboards also worn oa the 
uniform cost or tusic? 


A. Showlderboards would naturally be displayed om overcoats. Im addition, 
they would geserally be also worn either om the uniform coat or the tunic, 
but not on both. Thus, personmel wearing an overcoat would wear no more 
than two sets of ehoulderboardsat any givem time. 


Q. To wnat extent are blue breeches or trousers word by Soviet officers? 


Ae These dark blee trousers with s they red stripe are used oply for dress 
weer in peace thee; even then they ere mot compulsory usiform pieces. 
Their issvauce to officers depends 
ip be bility of the blue material to the unit quarterzester. 
In general 9 better uniform materials were more freely available for te 
Occupation Porces than for the home uutts of the Soviet Army. 


Q. What determines the type simoulderboerd and branch emblem worn whee pez 
sonnel of one bramch of service are assigned or attached to another? 
Por example; would iufemtrymen assigned +o am armored division retain 
the infentry shoulderboard, wear the infemtry shoulderboard with the 
tank eublem, or would they weur the armored shoulderboard and enlew? 


A. If am enlisted mr is serving with ao task writ, oe wears the armored 
shoulderboard, repsrcdless of bis basic bragch of service. Am officer, 
on the other bend, wears the nulform end shoulderboerd of the wait with 
whieh he is serving, but reteins the emblem of his service. Thus, the 
quartermaster ime rifle division will display the quartermaster emblem

Q. Clerify regulativnas concermizg sleeve catf ornamentation of the mumdir

A. General orficers seni marshals wear three vertical colbums on the caffs 
of the mwlir, Moreover, they wear a ren strip on the coff ends eed on 
the coat sedges (except slong bottem eige). Om @epe, above the viror, 
both marshals and generals weer three levrel bratthes. They are dice 

“tinguished by the rauk insiguia om the shoulderboards. 


Q. It is believed thet the basic uniform worn by Soviet enlisted personmel 
consists of the following items: gimmesterks (tunic); preechess boots: 
arrison cap or steel helmet. Do enlisted mem wear any other types 
eg, madir, kiteL)? If so, om whet occasions, amd how do these 
uniforms differ from those worm by officers? 


A. The wiiform iteme as listed are complete. Enlisted. men never wear the 
mndix. Ealistet personel serving & second or later hitch may wear a 
kitel, bot this ip mot obligatory.. Exlisted men om their first bitch 
never weer sepogi (high boots), but botinigt (laced, ankle-leagth shoes) 
with leggings. The kitel anid the muadir are alike in som respects. 
Both have a bigsh collar. Phe mundir ig more tailored; the bottom part 
is sewed on, bas a slit im the back end side seams along the back. The 
enlisted men's kitel is made of cotton; the officers’ kitel is woolen. 
Althougm extitied to 1t, most enlisted men do not wear the kitel, even 
at the completion of their firat hitch, im order not to arouse the envy 
of thelr comrades. 
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De officers display piping on the collars and sleeves of the gimasterka?

Are Soviet tankers’ coveralls worn tuctted into standard infantry boots? 

Coveralls are worn only for actual temk duty and for work ow the tanks
